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SENIOR      CLASS  HISTORY 


On  an  early  September  morning  in  1951  we,  the  Seniors  of 
1957,  entered  Harding  High  School.  Our  first  six  years  of 
education  were  completed.  Upon  entering  Harding,  the  com- 
bining of  Glenwood,  Wesley  Heights,  and  Zeb  Vance  into  the 
graduating  class  today,  took  place.  By  entering,  we  were  merging 
our  many,  undeveloped  paths  into  what  we  hoped  would  be  a 
better  highway  for  the  good  of  tomorrow.  The  highway  seemed 
very  hard,  steep,  and  impossible  at  times,  but  with  the  help 
and  guidance  of  the  teachers  and  faculty  we  were  soon  traveling 
along  on  an  exciting  adventure.  With  Richard  Kistler  and 
Barbara  Dodson  being  elected  President  of  the  seventh  grade, 
we  began  to  get  acquainted  with  these  long  halls  and  the 
changing  of  classes.  Of  course  this  marked  a  very  exciting  year 
in  our  lives  for  at  last  we  were  walking  and  talking  with  the 
"big"  Juniors  and  Seniors  whom  we  had  read  and  heard  about 
for  so  long.  With  this,  the  first  mile  of  our  highway  was  com- 
pleted. 

Upon  returning  the  following  September,  we  came  to  Harding 
without  fearing  this  big  building.  Beginning  this  new  year  in 
a  truly  democratic  fashion  Richard  Kistler  was  elected  president 
of  our  Clas .  for  the  entire  year.  Dong  Youngblood  and  Jimmy 
Helms  represented  us  very  well  on  the  Junior  High  School  Foot- 
ball Te  in.  Our  second  mile  toward  an  education  was  thus 
finish  id  and  we  eagerly  awaited  being  referred  to  as  the  "Sen- 
iors" of  the  Junior  High  School. 

Well,  the  long  awaited  day  finally  arrived  and  we  returned. 
We  were  then  able  to  elect  the  President  of  the  Junior  High 
School.  With  this  in  mind,  we  elected  Gail  Power  and  Jeannie 
Walker  first  and  second  semester  respectively.  They  performed 
this  task  most  successfully.  Bill  Brown  and  Betty  Sue  Helms 
had  the  job  of  leading  our  Sophomore  Class.  Our  athletic  teams 
had  a  very  successful  year.  Much  of  our  support  came  from 
the  cheerleaders  under  the  leadership  of  Jackie  and  Jeannie 
Walker.  Barbara  Dodson  and  Mike  Bolt,  President  and  Vice- 
President  respectively,  were  leading  an  unusually  intelligent 
group— The  Junior  Honor  Society.  Doug  Youngblood  led  the 
Visual  Aids  group  as  president.  We  were  referred  to  by  many 
as  an  inactive  class  for  not  sponsoring  a  Junior  Junior-Senior, 
but  we  did  en;oy  those  days  of  being  a  Senior  in  Junior  High 
School.  After  overcoming  many  curves  and  detours  through 
the  past  three  years,  we  were  now  looking  forward  to  being  in 
the  Senior  High  School. 

It  seemed  as  though  we  were  starting  all  over  again,  but  this 
time  we  realized  this  would  be  the  last  time  while  in  high 
school.  Our  fourth  year  at  Harding  was  uneventful  to  a  certain 
extent,  but  we  did  keep  busy.  Leonard  Ward,  Gail  Power,  and 
Ralph  Holthouser  were  the  officers  of  the  class  that  ye?r.  This 
was  the  first  year  our  classmates  could  play  for  the  Golden 
Rams  and  we  had  quite  a  few  to  go  out  that  year.  We  had  es- 
tablished a  very  good  record  through  the  past  thirty-five  gtmes. 
But  Reidsville  was  a  little  too  much  for  the  powerful  Rams. 

This  was  a  good  year  for  our  basketball  team  also  for  this 
year  they  advanced  to  the  state  play-offs.  Our  first  year  in  Senior 
High  School  seemed  to  be  slow  and  certainly  never  to  come  to 
a  close  but  that  year  was  juct  the  early  marks  or  beginning  of 
the  best  graduating  class  Harding  has  known.  Thus  ended 
another  mile  without  much  to  offer  but  it  was  the  foundation 
for  a  bright  future 

Entering  Harding  in  September  of  1955,  we  had  a  different 
feeling  toward  the  school  and  its  activities.  We  felt  as  though 
we  belcnged  to  the  school  and  we  were  part  of  the  activities 
going  on.  The  big  thing  which  we  were  thinking  of  was  the 
Junior-Senior.  So,  under  the  leadership  of  Ralph  Holthouser, 


Jackie  Walker,  Patty  Campbell  and  Peggy  Farmer  the  first 
semester,  we  began  planning  for  the  big  event.  The  second  se- 
mester officers  were  Sammy  Smith,  Mike  Bolt,  Gail  Power,  and 
Jim  Frazier.  All  along  our  highway  there  were  many  signs 
telling  of  the  1956  Junior-Senior  at  Radio  Center  with  the 
theme  "Over  the  Rainbow."  As  we  recognized,  this  was  not 
furthering  our  education  so,  Joanna  Brooks  and  Gail  Power  served 
as  officers  along  with  twenty-one  other  members  of  our  class. 
Jerry  Godfrey,  George  Hart,  and  Ralph  Holthouser  attended  the 
State  Student  Council  meeting  in  Rocky  Mount.  Ralph  Holt- 
houser was  elected  Vice-President  of  the  North  Carolina  Stu- 
dent Council  Congress  at  this  time.  The  year  came  to 
a  close  on  Maroon  and  Gold  day  when  ten  Juniors  were  tapped 
as  Imperators.  Also  seven  boys  and  four  girls  were  selected  to 
attend  Boys'  State  and  Girls'  State.  They  were  Jackie  Walker, 
Gail  Power,  Barbara  Dodson,  Eleanor  Starnes,  Mike  Bolt,  Jim 
Frazier,  Hal  Frazier,  Sammy  Smith,  Richard  Kistler,  Timmy 
Helms,  and  Ralph  Holthouser.  Mildred  Wells  and  Jeannie 
Walker  had  an  enjoyable  summer  also  at  Wildacres.  Ralph  Holt- 
houser was  also  selected  to  attend  Boys'  Nation.  With  this,  the 
fifth  mile  had  been  paved  and  was  to  be  simply  history  from 
that  day  on. 

Realizing  this  was  our  last  year  at  Harding,  many  regretfully 
returned  in  September,  but  the  majority  returned  with  the 
high  aim  of  making  this  the  most  meaningful  year  in  their 
lives.  To  begin  the  year  Sammy  Smith  was  elected  President  of 
the  Class  along  with  Ralph  Holthouser,  Patty  Campbell  and 
Pat  Rea  serving  as  the  other  officers.  Our  second  semester  was 
lead  by  Jim  Frazier,  Mike  Bolt,  Hal  Frazier  and  Ken  Ferrell. 
Jim  Frazier  and  Jackie  W alker  did  excellent  jobs  as  Presidents 
of  our  Student  Council.  In  athletics,  this  was  the  best  year 
Harding  has  experienced  since  its  beginning  in  dealing  with 
Central.  This  year  we  made  a  very  impressive  record  by  over- 
powering our  cross-town  rivals  18-0  in  a  game  we  Seniors  will 
never  forget.  The  team  also  won  the  GCAA  and  District  Cham- 
pionship. Jack  Justice,  Bill  Godfrey,  and  Robert  Metcalf  were  our 
three  captains  and  outstanding  players.  Jack  and  Bill  were 
chosen  to  play  in  the  victorious  North  Carolina  Shrine  Team 
under  the  leadership  of  our  own  Head  Coach  Dave  Harris. 
Diane  Yandle  was  chosen  Gridiron  Queen  at  our  Homecoming 
game. 

The  Hi-lites,  our  school  paper,  was  ably  presented  each 
month  by  Gail  Power  and  Sammy  Smith.  The  D.  A.  R.  Good 
Citizenship  Award  and  the  "Miss  Hi-Miss"  title  were  won  by 
Gail  Power.  Reminding  us  of  our  last  days  at  Harding,  the 
Class  Day  Officers  were  chosen  and  are:  Sammy  Smith,  Pro 
phet,  Gayle  Harkey,  Lawyer,  Gail  Conder,  Poef,  and  Ralph 
Holthouser,  hlistorian. 

With  these  five  and  a  half  years  of  activities  behind  us  we, 
the  Seniors,  look  forward  to  the  last  inch  in  our  six  miles  of 
education  and  school  activities.  In  that  short  span  of  time  there 
will  be  the  Junior-Senior,  the  Baccalaureate  Service,  and  Class 
Night  to  look  forward  to. 

We  have  now  completed  the  six  miles  along  a  highway  that 
was  undeveloped  and  bare.  We  only  hope  that  during  these 
six  years  we  have  made  a  better  road  for  those  coming  along 
behind  us  to  travel  on.  Now  cur  highway  will  divide  again, 
into  many  roads  and  paths  which  will  lead  us  to  many  corners 
of  the  world  but  we  shall  never  forget  our  days  at  Harding  and 
the  paving  or  developing  that  we  have  done  together.
